There were three of us, in addi­ 
tion to our pastor, who was our 
valued “Guide, 
philosopher and 
friend,” mid the m anner of our 
entrance into Gettysburg in the 
fall of 1867, via the Hanover Junc­ 
tion railroad,

clothing outfit. And as our pastor, 
who in our community was the 
final authority on all questions 
heavenly and mundane, wore a 
shawl, each of us was provided 
with a shawl,

Dr. George Diehl Stahley, 89, one of the oldest alumni 
of Gettysburg college and for 50 years a member of its fac­ 
ulty, died Sunday evening at 10:45 o’clock at his home, 300 
Carlisle street, after a long illness. 
Doctor Stahley had been under the care of a physician 
and nurses for more than a year as infirmities of age caused 
his condition to become more serious. 
A week ago there was 
a definite turn for the worse and on Saturday afternoon he 
lapsed into unconsciousness from which he never rallied. 
Mrs, Stahley, Dr. C. G. Crist, the family physician, and two 
nurses were present when he died. 
Received Many Honors 
The recipient of many honors from professional asso­ 
ciates and college and alumni groups, Doctor Stahley became 
professor em eritus of biology and hygiene at the college in 
1920 and also served as medi-*— — ---------------------- 
cal director until 1936 when C £ 0 H l l l l P U I I D P U 
he retired from active partied- O l UUIi U ll Bl U ll U ll 
pation in college affairs after 
having served as a member of 
the faculty since 1889. 
A native ol Easton, Doctor Stahley 
was a son of the late Joseph and 
Hannah (Christm an) Stahley.

was bom September 9. 1850. 
Three years after he graduated 
from Gettysburg college in 1871 with 
the degree of bachelor of arts, the 
Institution awarded him a m aster’s 
degree. 
He received his degree of 
doctor of medicine from the medical 
school of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania in 1875. 
For 12 years following his grad- 


served as an assistant physician at 
; the State hospital a t Harrisburg and 
i practiced in Easton from 1887 to 1889 
as a specialist in nervous diseases. 
Joined Faculty in 1889 
In 1889 when Gettysburg college 
created the chair of physical culture 
and hygiene. Doctor Stahley was 
named as the first incumbent, serv­ 
ing in that position until 1897 when 
he was made Graff professor of 
biology. 
He served in that capacity 
until he became professor emeritus 
in 1920 and was named medical di­ 
rector. 
For two years before he joined the 
faculty of Gettysburg college he had

He was a member of the board cf 
directors of the Lutheran Theological 
seminary here and a t one time was 
a director of Irving college at Me­ 
chanicsburg.

protest "holiday” for their salaries 
and more than 5,000 school children 
shelved their studies for other par- 
I .suits. 
Sticking to their declaration “we 
won’t come back until we are paid," 
none of the teachers in nearby Coal 
township, Northum berland county, 
and Gilberton borough in adjoining 
Schuylkill county reported for duty 
at the 22 schools in the two dis­ 
tricts. 
The teachers closed their class 
I rooms 
last 
Friday. 
They 
claim 
salaries for five to six m onths are 
overdue for a total of $208,000. 
While some teachers waited to see 
what would happen, others went 
ahead with teaching at neighborhood 
classes in coal town back yards. 
One of these. Miss M ary K ufta, at 
Excelsior, 
lined 
up 
neighborhood 
children on a backyard bench and 
sought to keep them apace w ith the 
studies they missed in school. 
T here was some talk of a tax strike 
by property owners and small town 
business men who expressed sym ­ 
pathy with the teachers. 
A m eet­ 
ing to consider such a strike was 
called 
for 
tonight 
in 
American 
Legion hall. 
Those favoring such a strike were 
quoted as saying large coal com­ 
panies, greatest tax sources in the 
communities, had not paid their full 
taxes. 
"They have been on a tax strike 
for years.” spokesmen said announc­ 
ing tonight’s meeting.

were allowed to enter. 
Very loud and very long dressing 
gowns were worn by the students 
in 1867. 
A student without a 
dressing gown was regarded as 
lacking in scholarly equipment. 
They varied as to quality accord­ 
ing to the purse of the owner, but 
they all vied with each other in 
regard to the loudness of appeal, 
the colors of the rainbow and the 
gaudy figures of the circus clown 
stood no comparison. 
Tile two literary societies were 
powerful factors in the education 
of the student of those days. 
They had their halls, their pro­ 
gram s 
and 
the 
customs. 
One 
custom was th a t each member 
wear slippers when entering the 
meeting hall, the floor of which 
was covered with brussels carpet. 
We paid good money for our brus­ 
sels carpet, and cow hide leather 
shoes with nailed heels should 
profane it—to disregard th e rule 
was an offense, and the offender 
was fined ten cents. 
In Philo 
Society the front of tile presi­ 
dent's desk was provided with a 
large m irror, so th a t the orator 
could witness the reflection of his 
own gestures. 
T h at may be tile 
reason, oratorically speaking, why 
there were many Demostheneses 
in those days. 
Lack of space prevents me from 
speaking of Buehler’s book and 
drug store, whicti was a rendez­ 
vous for the professors for m any 
years. 
In my student days, the 
professors did not greatly en­ 
courage 
com radship, 
so 
th a t 
Buehler’s w'as a .sanctum sanc­ 
torum, as far as the students 
were concerned. 
1889, when I 
entered the faculty, I found the 
coterie there gathered, m ade up 
of sem inary and college profes­ 
sors, most delightful companions, 
I noted that profound questions 
were not discussed, but th a t the 
time was passed in pleasantries 
and in discussing current topics. 
The time of gathering was always 
after the distribution of Hie eve­ 
ning mail.

W ashington, April 17 (AP)—At­ 
torney General M urphy suggested 
today th at federal grants to the 
states m ight prove a possible solu­ 
tion of the nation’s parole problem. 
In a speech prepared for Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's national parole con­ 
ference, he charged th a t the ad­ 
m inistration of parole always had 
been "a source of scandal” and de­ 
served “a thorough job of house­ 
cleaning.” 
Unemployment and relief prob­ 
lems make it difficult to determine 
at this time. M urphy said, whether 
federal aid to the states for parole 
adm inistration was w arranted. 
"B ut at least,” he added, “it sug­ 
gests for the future a possible solu­ 
tion to a serious problem.” 
"Ask the m an in the street to tell 
you w hat he thinks of parole.” he 
said, “and the chances are he vill 
tell you it’s a way of ‘beating .he 
rap ’ or just another kind of senti­ 
m ental ‘m olly-coddling.’ ” 
But “few men die in prison,” the 
attorney 
general 
added. 
Prison 
doors swing out as well as in, and 
with alm ost equal frequency.’’ 
True rehabilitation can be achiev­ 
ed, M urphy concluded, only with a 
“modern parole system under uni­ 
fied, central control, free from venal 
politics, adm inistered by & trained, 
com petent staff, and equipped with 
every 
technique and 
device th at 
modern science can provide.

would free em ployes from “in te rfe r­ 
ence, restra in t or coercion from any 
source’’ and would perm it em ployers 
to request elections to determ ine 
w hich union was to represent th eir 
workers.

would require th a t a m ajority of all 
eligible em ployes approve a union 
before the union could represent 
them . 
U nder present law, the labor 
board has ruled th a t only a m ajority 
of those voting was necessary. 
B urke said there was a “w ide­

representing workers, em ployers and 
th e public would go far tow ard re ­ 
lieving w hat he term ed “a n im pos­ 
sible situation."

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS BY AIR 
H 
AWAII. T. H. — The notes for this talk w’efe Jotted down 4,000 feet 
in the air abow the Pacific Ocean, on one of th e “Baby Clippers” 
which leave Honolulu each day for the “big island” as Hawaii, which is 
the largest of the group. 
Easily, and sm oothly rising above the ground at Rogers Air Port a t 
Honolulu, in a few m inutes you see a m agnificent view of Oahu, the sun­ 
shine bathing the island in a glitter of gold, the rich foliage climbing the 
m ountains from the valleys, appearing like a velvety green carpet, spiced 
with homes. Silvery ribbons of surf sweep th e crescent-shaped W aikiki 
beach, and you see the riders on their boards, who look like tiny folk 
indeed from 2,000 feet in the air. 
Diamond Head then looms — a different picture th an w hat you see 
on the ground — a great open bowl th a t would hold a lot of soup, if filled! 
No plane is allowed to fly over it as it now holds st crete th a t no civilian 
is allowed to know. 
In a few m om ents we see nothing but th e crystal dotted, blue set 
below' — then sudden^, the sea of th e Pacific is lost and all about you 
just below is another sea — a sea of beautiful snow like clouds as far as 
the eye can see. T his passes and the eye catches its first view of Molokai. 
To the right looms the small island of Lanai, and to th e left the beautiful 
Island of Maul, w ith its lovely small towns along the shore and its great, 
towering m ountain containing the famous H aleakala C rater, which is a 
part of the recently created National Hawaiian Park — a part located 
here and a larger p art located on the island of Hawaii. 
To the right you see another sm all Island, uninhabited, and in about 
ten m inutes the snow-capped M auna Loa and M auna Kea, on the island 
of Haw'aii. It was a thrilling sight to see th a t snow and the m ountains, 
with their ever hovering, roaming clouds, and to view just below the fertile 
sugar cane fields and the great gorges and series of w aterfalls th at came 
to view one after the other. The silvery collar of the island, formed by 
the constant w'ash of the sea against the green slopes and valleys th a t cut 
in between. wras a sight never to forget. 
On the trip back to Honolulu you see the great pineapple plantations 
th a t cover a portion of the island of Molokai, and the roads look like tiny 
paths w ith creeping ants along their way — which, of course, are just 
automobiles! G reat, steep bluffs are seen along the shores of Maul — and 
you look breathless in wonder and adm iration, thinking of the Great 
G ardener who conceived and shaped these islands into their incom parable 
Beauty. 
For the last 15 m inutes on our way out w'e looked upon Haw’aii 
Island, home of th e ancient Hawaiian Kings — then, gradually losing 
height, we smoothly descended to the earth, and alm ost without knowing 
it, w'e wrere resting at the Air Port in the interesting city of Hilo — on 
the youngest island of the Hawaiian group. And cur outgoing air journey 
of 200 miles was ended, after but one hour and twenty-seven minutes!

BILLS PROGRESS 
IN CONGRESS41 ANDHURT170 


TORNADOES IN 
4 STATES KILL 


W ashington, April 17 (AP)—While 
a half dozen measures designed to 
help American industry are moving 
steadily through congress, the ad ­ 
m inistration took two steps today 
intended 
to 
dem onstrate 
govern- 
m ent-business harm ony. 
1. 
President Roosevelt accepted 
an invitation to address a forum of 
the 
American 
Retail 
federation 
here May 22. 
Federation officers 
said the meeting would provide the 
first opportunity for men represent­ 
ing the entire field of retail distri­ 
bution to discuss common problems. 
2. 
Secretary of Commerce Hop­ 
kins disclosed th a t an industrial 
m arket survey covering more than 
3.000 counties will be completed this 
summer. 
The report, requested by 
the National Industrial Advertisers 
association, will contain figures on 
industrial production, employment, 
value of products, cost of m aterial 
for fuel and power, and m ining data. 
Of the business proposals now be­ 
fore congress, only one—proposed 
revision of the W agner labor rela­ 
tions act—is arousing m ajor con­ 
troversy. 
Final action at this ses­ 
sion is generally considered doubt­ 
ful, for Senate Leader Barkley (D- 
Ky) om itted it from his recent list 
of “desirable” legislation. 
Businessmen and the American 
Federation of Labor are seeking 
modifications in the law', over the 
objections of the labor board to any 
fundam ental change. 
In contrast to the fight over the 
W agner act, there has been little 
argum ent over modifications of the 
wage-hour law proposed by its ad­ 
m inistrator, Elmer F. Andrews. 
C hairm an Thom as (D -U tah) of 
the senate labor committee predict­ 
ed th a t non-controversial am end­ 
ments, such as exemption of white- 
collar workers from the hour pro­ 
visions of the law, would be ap ­ 
proved at this session. 
Suggestions for revising the social 
security 
program 
also 
are 
being 
considered. 
These would broaden 
the scope of the act, but would 
m a k e 
various 
changes 
in 
t h e 
financial set-up as an aid to busi­ 
nessmen. 
A bill by Senator Byrnes (D-S.C.) 
wrould 
consolidate 
existing 
relief 
agencies into a new public w'orks 
bureau and would expand social 
security benefits to the unemployed, 
the handicapped and the blind. 
A 
house com mittee is studying pro­ 
posals to bring more workers under 
the social security program and to 
start old age pension paym ents in 
1940 instead of 1942, 
The question of revising business 
taxes probably will be considered by 
the house ways and m eans com­ 
m ittee after the proposed am end­ 
m ents to the social security act are 
out of the way. 
Although 
s o m e 
adm inistration 
officials have expressed opposition 
to any general tax revision, m em ­ 
bers of the senate finance com m it­ 
tee are preparing to ease existing 
levies on industry.
